These days McNichol has her own 
graphology business; clients ranging 
from business owners to the police 
ask her to report on what people’s 
handwriting reveals about them. And, 
as always, she continues to add to her 
handwriting sample collection. “I’ve 


been collecting handwriting samples 
for 40 years,” she says. “I always carry 
8 1/2" x II" unlined paper and a 

pen with me so | can ask people for 
handwriting samples. Nobody has 
ever turned me down.” 

McNichol says it takes about five 
years to learn graphology. If you 
want to try your hand at handwriting 
analysis, here’s what she suggests 
you look for: 


The slant. “If the handwriting 
leans to the right, the person is 
emotionally expressive. If it goes to 
the left, then he’s emotionally cold. If 
some words lean to the left and some 
lean to the right, you’re looking at the 


handwriting of an emotionally unstable 


person who's going to be difficult to 
get along with.” 


The size of the 
handwriting. “Generally, the 


bigger the writing, the more outgoing 
the person. The smaller the writing, 
the more introverted the person.” 


Neatness level. “The neater 


the writing, the neater the person. If 
the handwriting is sloppy, then the 
person’s usually sloppy.” 


The margins. “The writing 
should be lined up next to an 
imaginary left-hand margin. If it’s 
not, the writer doesn’t toe the 
line of society.” 


The details. “Do all the ’s 
have dots? Are all the t’s crossed? 
People who are very detail-minded in 
life tend to be very detail-minded in 
their handwriting.” 


The fine print. “If someone 
prints when there is nothing wrong 
with his handwriting, then he doesn’t 
want to show his real personality to 
other people.”

Imagine red, fiery lava as hot as 2,100 degrees 
flowing rapidly underground. When the outer crust 
of the lava flow hardens and the molten portion 
drains out, a cave, or a lava tube, is formed. The 
ancient Hawaiians used these tubes for shelter 
and as burial sites. 

At Hawaii Volcanoes National Park, located 
on the island of Hawaii, one of the main attractions 
is the Thurston lava tube, named after the 
man who found itin 1913. 

We walked down an 
asphalt trail/through a tree- 
fern forest to enter the 
tube..?he huge tree ferns, 
most of which were taller 
than | am, grow in the shade 
of a heavy stand of large ohia 
trees, all tangled together to 
form a dense jungle. 

The tube itself was dark and 
roomy. Water dripped through cracks in the ceiling, 
forming small puddles on the floor. The walls were 
a reddish-brown color. We looked closely and saw 
rings in the wall where the lava had been when it 
started to drain out. As we walked further, we saw 
roots hanging down from the tube ceiling, where 
new plants had grown. 

When we reached the other side of the cave, Mr. 
Adventure said, “Cool! Let’s go back through the 
cave again!” We all agreed, and that’s what we did.

Coo VOLCANOES 


Here’s a look at some of 
the more violent ones: 


Mount St. Helens, U.S.A.: 
This baby rested for 123 
years and then woke up 
with a bang in May 1980. 
The eruption shortened 
Mount St. Helens by 
1,300 feet. 


Mount Pinatubo, 
Philippines: When this 
volcano erupted in 1991, 
it was the nastiest 
explosion on Earth in 60 
years. Tons of volcanic 
ash flew into the 
atmosphere during the 
eruption, leading to 
dark skies and cooler 
temperatures as far as a 
thousand miles away. 


Galeras, Colombia: As it 
erupts, Galeras sends 
about 45 pounds of gold 
into the rocks around its 
crater each year.
